amd when he saw the San Giovanni bap- 
tistry doors, he decided to have a copy ot 
them, if it was possible to secure it. On his 
return to Paris he gave an order to a 
bronze firm in that city to reprodute the 
doors. It is said the price set by the firm 
was $125,000. In due course of time the 
doors were delivered and Vanderbilt sent 
them his check for the money. When the 
’ were viewed by the millionaire and 
the members of his family, they decided 
there was too much gilt on the panels. 
The doors were accordingly ship to 
Bernard's foundry here to have the. de- 
sired change made. The bronze-workers 
found it would be necessary te remove the 
panels in order to take off the gilt.. When 
the panels were taken apart the discovery 
was made that the doors were not of solid

THE ELECTION AT TOPEKA ig 
WITHOUT INCIDENT. 


Juage Foster Decides Against the 
Cumulative System of Voting, 
Which Straightened Out 

Matters.

TOPEKA, Nov. 5.—In the Santa Fe case, 
today, Judge Foster, in a lengthy opinion, 
decided in favor of the defendant, refusing 
to grant the injunction asked for. This 
opinion decided that not only the cumula- 
tive system of voting does not apply to 
the election of directors for the Santa Fe, 
but that the company has a charter end 
is operating under the grant of incorpora- 
tion issued by the Territorial Legislature 
of 1859.

THE LONDON OUTRAGE. 


Police Investigating the Bomb Ex- 
plosion in Tilney Street. 


LONDON, Nov. 5.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
A squad of detectives from the Scotland 
Yard is investigating the explosion which 
occurred shortly after 11 o’clock last night 
at the residence of Hon. Reginald Brett in 
Timey street, two doors from the resi- 
dence of Sir Henry Hawkins. one of the 
justices of the Queen’s bench division of 
the High Court of Justice, for whom the 
bomb is — to have deen intended. 

Edward B chief ssioner 
of. police, is personally directing the mat- 


The scene around Tilney street at day- 
break this morning was one of extreme 
excitement. The whole neighborhood 
seemed to be im possession of uniformed 
police and detectives, who kept back the 
residents 


and have been afraid to return. As soon 
as there was light enough to work, Col. 
Majendie, chief inspector of explosives, 
directed that photographs be taken of the 
scene from all points of view. and that 
all fragments of the bombs, splinters, 
etc., be taken to the police tion. 

Up to noon today the police have no 
definite theory as to to the origin of the 
explosion, with the exception of suspect- 
ing a man from the Savoy Hotel. The 
authorities are running down four theories. 
One is that the explosion was the work 
of some person who sought revenge for 
some decision rendered by the late Lord 
sher, Master of the Rolls, and father of 
Reginald Brett; another theory is that 
Brett may have incurred the 
dynamiters; the third theory is 
explosion was caused by the Irish Physi- 
cal Force party, and the fourth theory is 
that Anarchista attempted to carry out 
threats made against Justice Hawkins. 

In the first place the police are investi- 
gating the theorye that the explosion was 
the work of some person who sought re- 
venge for some decision rendered by the 
late Lord Esher, Master of the Rolls, and 
father of the Hon. Reginald Brett, in 
which case, the police say, the author of 
the explosion must be sought after among 
the many criminals who have appeared 
from time to time in the rolls of the 
court, who may have entertained malice 
for imaginary grievances. The second 
theory is that Brett may have in some 
way excited the animosity of the dyna- 
miters. The third theory of the police is 


recently annouaced determination of the 
Irish Physical Force party to commence 
an active dynamite campaign, and that the 
explosion was intended as some sort of a 
notice of warning to the Home Secretary, 
Hon. Henry Asquith, whose residence is 
next door to that of Brett, hut which is 
tenanted by Horace West, Asquith’s sec- 
retary. 

Then, again, it is thought that Mr. West 
himself might have incurred the vnmity 
of the Anarchists or others by his refusal 
at some time to bother Secretary Asquith 
with an Anarchist appeal or transmit to 
him the demands of members of the Irish 
Revolutionary party. Some plausibility is 
given to this theory by the fact that on 
Saturday last the Scotland Yard authorities 
had evidence that the Irish Physical Force 
party was planning au immediate cam- 
paign. This activity, it was claimed, was 
in consequence of the reply of John Mor- 
ley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, to the 
deputation which called on him last week 
in reference to the release of the Irish- 
men now serving terms of imprisonment 
in England under the treason act. The 
fourth theory is that the outrage is of 
anarchistic origin, and shat it was directed 
against the residence of Justice Hawkins, 
who has tried and condemned the ma- 
jority of the Anarchists who have been 
brought in court during the last ten years, 
and who has been threatened repeatedly 
since the trial of the two Italian An- 
archists, Guesseppe Farna and Francisco 
Polti, who on May 4 last were sentenced 
respectively to twenty and ten years’ im- 
prisonment.

Successful government requires that 
the burdens of government should be 
made as light as possible. The people 
are governed too much. The largest 
liberty compatible with social order 
and justice to all should be allowed to 
every individual. Each man should be 
afforded the fullest possible opportun- 
ity to work out his destiny according 
to his capabilities and his opportun- 
ities. The people should not be taught 
to look to the government for every- 
thing they need or imagine they need.

The fundamental mistake made by 
Mrs. Galpin’s champions lies in assum- 
ing that she should be elected because 


she is a woman. This is illogical and 
unreasonable. She should neither be 


elected nor defedted because she is a 
woman; but the choice should be made 
solely with reference to the special fit- 
ness of the candidate for the. duties 
to be discharged: Her electien will 
not be perforce a triumph for woman 
suffrage, nor will her defeat be log- 
ically a condemnation of woman suf: 
frage. There are numerous womai 


‘suffragists among the voters who wi q 


not vote for Mrs, Galpin on the ground 
that she has not shown herself to be 
the most deserving nor the best-fitted 
candidate ‘for the office of County Su- 
perintendent o 

The Times has no prejudices in this 
matter of woman suffrage. It believes 
that the cause is injured and retarded 
by the unreasoning and frequently 
proscriptive course of unwise and 
over-zealous champions; 
men naturally favorable to the meas- 
ure are driven from its support need- 
lessly; and that the right of private 
judgment, even when exercised 
against the candidacy of a woman, 
must not necessarily be taken as op- 


position, per se, to the principle of 


woman suffrage. 

We do not believe Mrs. Galpin to be 
the fittest candidate, nor subscribe to 
the peculiar methods by which she 


~became “a non-partisan-Democratic- 


party candidate, and therefore do 
not favor her election.

TODAY’S ELECTIONS. 

Anything in the nature of a definite 
prediction as to the result of an elec- 
tion covering almost the , entire 
country must in the nature of things 
be largely guess-work. The most that 
can be safely ventured is to summa- 
rize the drift of current opinion among 
those in positions of vantage such as 
enable them to forecast the probabil- 
ities upon some basis of estimate other 
than mere conjecture. In the intense 
contests of these modern days, those 
who organize and direct the campaign 
work often have means of forecasting 
the results with some approximation 
to accuracy. Yet it very often hap- 
pens that the calculations of those who 
are regarded as the most reliable 
prophets are found to be all at sea 
when the ballots have been counted. 
And again, the chairmen of campaign 
committees are very apt to be too 
sanguine of the success of their re- 
spective partics, or at least to appear 
to be s They are traditionally anx- 
ious to put as bold a face upon the 
matter as possible, and are wont to 
“claim everything in sight” so long as 
there aré no palpable data for dis- 
puting their claims. 

So far as can be predicated upon 
advices received in advance from va- 
rious sectiohs, the prospects appear to 
be excellent for Republican success all 
along the line. New York State and 
New York city are, as is usually the 
case, the center of interest. Both 
sides profess to be confident of vic- 
tory. But it is noticeable that the 
Democratic professions of confidence 
have a soméwhat hollow and sepul- 
chral sound, which suggests defeat 
rather than victory. A fact which is 
especially significant in this connec- « 
tion is that the sporting fraternity, 
not only in New York city but in 
other parts ot the country, ars placing 
heavy odds on the election of Morton, 

Republican candidate for Gov- 
or. In no case is the betting even, 
while the average ratio is nearly or 
quite four to one in favor of Morton. 
The sporting gentry usually get a 
great deal closer to the truth in their 
forecasts than do the politicians. Re 
publican authorities confidently claim 
Mr. Morton’s election by from 40,000 
to 75,000, Whlle Chairman Thacher 
of the Democratic committee places 
Hill's -plurality at about 20,000. It 
seem a tolérably safe conclusion that 
the Republicatis will carry New York 
State by pot lese than 25,000, and 
probably by 40,000 to 50,000. The re- 
sult in New Fork city is m in 
doubt, but he anti-Tammanyitgs are 
confident. that-they will elect Strong, 
their candidaté for Mayor, and the bet- 
ting is heavily in his favor. 

From Washington, D. C., comes an 
estimate by Chairman Babcock of the 
Republican Congressional Committee 
that the Républicans will certainly 
elect 183 members of the House, or 
four more than @ majority, with a fair 
probability of electing 218. Chairman 
Faulkner of the Democratic commit- 
tee, however, with somewhat less con- 
fidence, claims that the Democracy 
will retain its control of the House. 

In our own State, there is every 
indication that Jim Budd and the en- 
tire Democtatie ticket will be defeated 
by a decisive. majority. Our Demo- 
cratic friends maintain an air of bra- 
vado, but few of them seriously expect 
their ticket to be victorious, and 10,000 
to 15,000 plurality for Nstee will not 


greatly surprise them. There is also 


a good prospect that the Legislature 
will be Republican, while in this Con- 
gress district Mr. MeLachlan's elec- 
tion is tacitly conceded by the best 
informed Democrats. 

In the State of Washington the Dem- 
ocrats concede Republican success by 
from 5000 up In Nebraska the 
result is in doubt, with both sides con- 
fident. Walte's defeat in Colorado is 
highly probable, and Kansas is very 
likely to return a substantial Republi- 
can majority. In Ohio the Republi- 
cans are sure to win, and they are 
almost equally certain to make large 
gains in Kentucky. In West Vir- 
ginia the Republicans have made a 
vigorous fight; and will gain much 
ground, though the result in Congress- 
man Wilson's district is doubtful. Re- 
publican prospects. are bright in all 
other parts of the country.

A volume of business that kept the 
Council busy most of the time from 10 
aim. till after 5 p.m. was considered at 
yesterday’s session. The three oil-pipe 
ffanchises were ordered advertised for 
bids according to law, as was also the 
franchise for electrizing the Kuhrts-street 
@ar line, after tacking to it the Washing- 
ton-street line from Estrella avenue to 
the city limits. The ordinance creating an 
imgpector of boilers and elevators was 
adopted. The ordinance regulating the 
Operation of engines for oi] pumping and 
drilling plants was adopted as modified. A 
large number of crosswalks were ordered 
mid. After a lengthy hearing the tobog- 
gan-slide question was laid over till Thurs- 
day. An ordinance bf intention to aban- 
don the disputed portion of Figueroa street 
was adopted. The City Engineer reported 
oh a number of protests against various 
street improvements. 

At the Courthouse but little was doing 
outside of the routine, and almost every 
one put in the day talking politics.

The City Council. 
THE USUAL AMOUNT OF MUNICIPAL 
BUSINESS. 

The City Council met as usual yester- 
morning, but at times during the ses- 
gion it was quite, difficult to keep @ quo- 
rum in the Council chamber.

FOURTH-STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

In the matter of the appeal of certain 
property-owners from the decision of 
the Street Superintendent, in accepting 
work on Fourth street, between Lucas 
Wenne and Fifth street, some time ago 
completed by D, F. Donegan, J. J. Framp- 
toh was heard. He said he has measured 
the depth of the gravel, and in a number 
of places the depth was not more than six 
‘tmehes, when the specifications required a 
depth of eight inches of gravel. 

D. F. Donegan insisted that the street 
has been neglected by the city authori- 
ties a6 o sprinkling since it was com- 
pleted: As a result, it has been a good 
Géeal cut up. A recent set of measure- 
ménts, however, showed the least thick 
mess of gravel to be six and one-haif 
inches, while in places it is nine and one-

Councilman Munson endeavored to secure 
the passage of the ordinance in the form 
presented, but the other members did not 
appear to care to act on it 
in that form, and it was referred to the 
Board of Public Works, which committee 
was requested to report on the matter at 
Thursday’s meeting of the Council. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

On recommendation of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, forms of advertisement for oil 
pipe line franchises, as. petitioned for by 
C. F. A. Last and others, W. B. Wilshire 
and others, and the Metropolitan Oil Stor- 
age Compaiiy were approved, the approved 
forms being for routes iderably modi- 
fied from the original -petitions. 

The clerk was instructed to advertise the 
three approved forms for bids, a provision 
to be inserted in each advertisement that 
each bid must be- accompanied by a certi- 
fied check for $100, and that the price of- 
fered for the franchise must be at least 
sufficient to pay the cost of advertising. 

The board further reported:

In the matter of the ordinance appoint- 
ing a boiler- inspector and providing his 
duties as to the regulating and testing of 
boilers and elevators, we recommend that 
the City Attorney draft an ordinance as 
presented by this board.“ Adopted. 

“In the matter of a draft of a franchise 
presented by the Los Angeles Consolidated

In telep 
work, an interesting experiment between 
Berlin and Potsdam is reported. A tele- 
phone line was laid on the march by two 
cavalry patrols, consisting of an 
officer and two under office One patrol 
started from Berlin, the ote from, Pots- 
dam, very early in the morning. Bach 
patrol was furnished with a complete telé- 
phone set, and a supply of reels, each of 
which contained about a mile of steel 
wire. The end of the wire was connected 
to the town circuits in Berlin and Pats- 
dam respectively, and the reels was 80 
fixed on a carrier that the wire could un- 
roll as the cavalryman rode along. A 
second man rode behind and catching the 
wire with a sort of fork on the end of his 
lance, by which it was made about half 
as long again, threw it into the upper 
branches of the trees lining the road. The 
Officer went first, and the two men running 
the wire were about thirty paces apart. 
When the first reel was emptied, they 
baited, The telephone was connected, and 
a horn blown to signal the starting point, 
from which an answering signal was 
sounded. After a talk over the wire, the 
new reel was joined up, and the process 
continued. Midway between the cities the 
patrols met, the wires were joined to- 
gether, and speech was found to be per- 
fect. The order was then given to take 
up the circuit, and each patrol, reeling up 
the way, worked back to its starting 
point. The laying of over thirty miles 
of wire took only four hours. The French

OZONE IN THE BLEACHING OF 
STARCH, DEXTRIN AND. GUM. 
The electrical production of ozone has 
been practiced for many years, but it is 
only recently that ozone has been turned to 
any extensive industrial use. It is believed 
however, that there is a field for it in 
bleaching, and German chemists are now 
busy in experimenting on the deodorizing 
and bleaching of various anylaceous mate- 
rials, such as starch, dextrin and gum. The 
ordinary method of ing the ozone ‘is 
adopted, the passing of oxygen or air 
through a receiver in which a silent elec- 
trical discharge is produced by means of 
alternating high pressure currents. The 
material to be bleached is then exposed 
to a stream of ozone, or the liquids con- 
taining the starch, gum, etc., are sprayed 
into a chamber charged with ozone. It is 
stated that the appearance, odor, and gen- 
eral market value of the substances is 
greatly enhanced by the process. This at- 
tempt of the Germans to develop improved 
bleaching methods, serve to call attention 
to a process which seems likely to make 
America independent of Germany, which 
nus 80 long been relied upon for the bleach- 
ing of sulphite and soda pulps. Bleaching 
by electrolysis is now an established in- 
dustry in America, and the process is so 
cheap and simple that there can be little 
doubt of its attaining. a remarkable devel- 
opment. — — *
